A warm debate then sprung up ou the rule re- 
ported by the Committee ou Organization, in 
which Messrs. Richardson, McCook, Cessna, of 
Pennsylvania; Barry, of Alississippi, Josiah Ran- 
dall, and many others, took part. Several ol 
tbe Southern Senators opposed the rule. Mr.

The Chairman decided that Mr. Richardson was 
entitled to the floor, and then changed his decis 
ion — denying his right.

istralion of our National affairs, prove to our own 
country, aa well as the world, that the principle! 
on which our Government was founded by our 
fathcra are those best calculated to promote the 
happiness of man, and the prosperity of any coun- 
try. 

If this Convention but do it* duty, ar.u act 
with that discretion and wisdom which patriot 
iim suggesto, let the consequences as to success 
be what they may, they will have the proud con- 
sciousness of knowing that they interposed their 
influence in favor of the Constitution, and the 
Union, and leave on record their testimony that, 
there were patriots, and not ■ few, who were 
willing to sacrifice party and sectional feel 
ings for the preservation of the one, and ' the 
perpetuity of the other.

Keutuckv Institution for Frekle-Mindcd 
Children. 

The Governor has appointed the follow inc. gen- 
tlemeo Commissioners of the new charitable In- 
stitution established at 1 -Yankton, by the last 
Legislature, for the education and training "f 
feeble-minded children. The number ot com- 
missioners is eighteen — tux are required to reside 
iu Franklin county — six in the adjoining counties 
.-and six in the State at large, viz: 

John Rodman, T. D. Carneal, Robt W. Scott, 
R C. Anderson, John H. Vaughn, J. M. Lancas- 
ter, Franklin county; Dr. Paul Rankin*, Scott 
couDty; H. Winn. Woodford county; Dr. John 
Witherspoon, Anderson county; Dr. J. Baker, 
Shelby county; J. G. Leach, Henrv couutv; Dr. 
R . H. Gale, Owen county; Dr. C. S. Abelf, Mer 
oer county; Dr J. Taylor Bradford, Bracken 
county; Dr. W. S. Chipley. Fayette county; Dr. 
William Jennings, Madison comity, Dr C I 
Walton, Hart county: and Dr. A B. Chamber-., 
Gallatin county. 

The board ot Cotumh-iioucri appears in n L - a 
very excellent one. and we hope and believe that 
under their r an-, this new and moot iutere iting 
and \alnable institution will soon go into opera 
tion and prosper, and become extensively useful. 
There arc not probably less than eight hundred 
persons of feeble intellects in Kentucky, for 
whose idief tbis Institution has been establish- 
ed. Two hundred of this number are perhaps 
of a proper age to be placed iu it for instmction 
and improvement. 

\ large building will therefore be required lor 
their accommodation. The Legislature appro 
printed twenty thousand dollars tor building pur- 
poses. This sum will not of course build such a 
house as is needed; but it will make a good be- 
ginning, and the State, which has been liberal to 
its other charities, will no doubt at the next meet- 
ing of the Legislature, make an appropriation 
sufficient to *inisii the edifice 

We hope therefore, the Board ol Commis.- 
sionerc will lay the foundation of a first rate 
building— not no extravagant, bur a substantial 
aud go«d one, iu good taste, susceptible. If 
necessary , of future eulargemeut; but adequate 
to llie probable wants of the Institution for a 
number of years to come. It should be large 
enough (or at least a hundred pupils. 

Kentucky has distinguished herself in ihe 
cause of charity — in the provision she has made 
for all ihe involuntary sufferers in ber bounds. 

She has taken the lead among all the Western 
and Southern States, in thcic benevolent enter- 
prises, aud baa followed close upon the footsteps 
af the most active of the Eastern State?. This 
Bi .■ . uierprise which she has so readily and gen- 
erously undertaken will be one of the most in- 
teresting and useful of the whole. We trust 
that it will meet with the continued favor and 
patronage of the people of the Slate, until it has 
been placed along side of its sister institutions in 
fully developed operation.

We were greatly astonished n few days since 
in learn that Mr. ruber, the Know-Nothing Rep- 
resentative of this county, who once entertained 
such a holy honor of the Catholic, was actually 
giving aid and comfort to that religious persua' 
sion, by sending his own daughter to a Nunnery 
to be educated by Nuus.
